Mr. G. E. Wolcott, of the Bx- 
tenslnu Service, recently returned 
from a trip to Talbot County, 
wliere be attended a meeting of 
dairymen interested in Jenwy cat¬ 
tle. The purpose of the meeting 
woe to disousB and formulate plana 
for the organisation of a Jersey Cat¬ 
tle Club. Tbe object of this club 
is to work in cooperation with the 
American Jersey CatUe Club in the I 
buying and eelling of Jersey cattle. 
A proportion was made by the 
American Jersey Cattle Club where¬ 
by it would funiieh Bnancial aid in 
the advertiaiiig of (he breed. A 
committee oompoeed of 8. S. White- 
ley, J. Ramsey Speer and Dr. A. 
Aikenhead was appointed to work 
out a plan uf an organisation through 
which local Jersey breeders would 
be enabled to buy and eell pure 
bred etook.

As men build 
oloeets about their inetruments, so 
the ChrisUan must ent-’r liis cloeet, 
aeparating himerAf from the world, 
with its babel of Bounds and in'er- 
oets, that be may listen attentively 
to the Divine woide. 

How may we know the voice of 
(he SpHtT fbeie is little danger 
of mistake. The voice which, in 


He glorifies Him. If the Holy 
Spirit does not speak of Himself, 
but only of Christ, how much more 
should the Church,make the glory 
of Christ her aim? How raueli 
more should each Christian forget 
bimself and bis own glory, in the 
effort to hold up and glorify Christ? 
As he does this, he grows in grace; 
for consecration to Christ, and an 
increasing desire to exalt Him, are 
growth in grace. 

The voice of the Spirit, beard and 
heeded, becomes more distinct and 
cuuviociiig, until it is an abiding 
voice. The words of the Knleemer, 
oontinually kept in remeinbranue, 
gain such ivower that Christ, l>y Hia 
spirit, dwells in and controls the 
soul.
